Lee was summoned, and went into 
a high fury to Acting Capt. 
Gen. 
Ahumada, and demanded to know 
Mrs. Rodriguez was still in 
custody.

The 
Illinois Central 
raiUoad is 
soon lo receive a New Orleans ship 
ment of one single article which re­ 
quires an entire train. 
This train 
is now being built. 
The odd ship 
ment, which is expected soon, is a 


monument to be erected at Metairie 
over the grave of a New Orleans 
lady. 


The monument is over 
ic o feet 
high, and, 
all 
told, 
weighs 4, 000 
tons. 
The cost of the monument 
is said to be nearly 
000, 000. 


This 
monument 
is 
now 
being 
loaded 
on the special 
cars 
c o n ­ 


structed for it at 
Barre, Vt. 
The 


base stone will be the largest ever 
quarried in the state of Vermont, or 
any other state. 
In the rough it 


measures over 15 feet square and 4 
feet in thickness. 
It 
will -occupy 


one car. 
Since being toned down 


by the masons it measures 
14 feet 
square and is 3 feet thick, weighing 
about 50 tons or more. 


The other p a n s of the immense 
monument are now a«bout ready for 
shipment. 
A special car has been 
constructed on the grounds for car­ 
rying the foundation to the tracks; 
the car cost something over $r, - 
800. 
Nineteen other cars are being 
constructed for the purpose of haul­ 
ing the other parts of the m onu­ 
ment. 
When completed, the train will 
consist of twenty-three cars, 
and 
will be run direct from Barre, 
Vt. 
Following the remarkable base stone 
will be two courses of granite, each 
course being composed of a single 
stone, and weighing about twenty 
tons. 
On these blocks will rest the 
die stone. 
This feature will meas­ 
ure 8 feet m height by 6 feet in 
diameter, 
the 
four 
sides 
being 
paneled. 
At each corner of the die 
stone there will be a polished c o l ­ 
umn, also granite, with Corinthian 
capitals, 
and 
resting on 
each of 
these columns there will be a statue 
made 
of 
Westerly 
granite. 
The 
third stone at the base of the m o n ­ 
ument will contain the name of the 
family, and one panel will contain 
the name and date of the death, etc* 
In order for the entire affair to 
be 
safely 
conveyed 
there, 
the 
Illinois Central company 
will very 
likely 
build 
a 
track 
from some 
point on the Belt Line. 
Indeed, the 
owner of the 
monument 
is very 
much worried over what method he 
will be able to adopt in having it 
carried to the grave. 
The Illinois 
Central, of course, 
would build a 
side-track from the Western road, 
near the Half-way Hause, in New 
Orleans, if paid for so dding, but 
this will bring on an additional e x ­ 
pense which the gentleman who is 
buying the monument will probably 
not want to shoulder. 
This big monument is quite a 
subject of discussion 
in railroad 
circles, as it is said to be the largest 
handled in this country by a rail­ 
road company.
